El A1 employees cool 


to Shavit rescue plan

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — El A1 
board chairman Avraham Shavit 
yesterday failed to win the 
employees* support for hla plan to 
revive the air Una which is more 
than 1100 million in the red. 

A telephone poll of works com- 
mittee leaders showed that some 
were adamantly opposed to the 
massive dismissals and cuts in 
their rights. Committee members 
maintained they were not deterred 
by management's threats that 
refusal to cooperate would mean El 
A! will have no money to fly early 
next year. 

Nevertheless, Shavit said he was 
encouraged that hundreda of 
workers had gone to hear him 
deeptte the advice of some staff 
committees. He told reporters he 
had not expected the staff com- 
mittees to accept the programme 
outright. "I was sure they would 
throw me out of the rooxn...but the 
atmosphere was pleasant." be 
maintained, 

The programme he presented 
yesterday calls for dismissing 838 
employees by the end of next month 
and at least another 116 during 1081 . 

The plan actually calls for firing 
more than 700 employees. El A1 
wants to fill 183 new positions, 
mainly by economists, computer 
operators, production engineers 
and marketing personnel, and some 
will be hired from the outride. 

The dismissals ore designed to 


save f 12m. next year. Management 
wants to cut costs by another jam. 
by postponing a 7.5 per cent rise in 
basic wages due now. It wants to 
make employees work more and 
get leas for overtime, maintaining 
thAi changing work procedures 
would cut Its losses by a further 
td.im. Issuing fewer free tickets — 
for example only to employees and 
their Immediate family on off- 
season flights and In return for a 
service charge — would save RLm. 

Reducing the frequency of 
flights, using fuel-saving devices, 
increasing the sale of tax-free 
goods during flights, and leasing El 
A1 offices could save another 
323.7m. Together three measures 
could reduce costs by 381.3m. a 
year, the management says. 

If the plan la Implemented, the 
airline's losses during the next 
fiscal year will amount to f3lm., or 
328 m. If It sells high fuel consuming 
aircraft. For 1B82-3. it predicts a 
$3m. profit if It does not sell planes 
and 3XSm. If it does. 

In a sign of confidence that the 
revival programme will be im- 
plemented, Shavit yesterday re- 
quested the board's approval to buy 
new aircraft that would be cheaper 
to operate. 

The purchase requires a 3280m. 
government guarantee which 
hinges upon the workers agreement 
to Implement the revival plan. SI A] 
also needs financial old to pay 
salaries next January, February 
and possibly March.

Begin could quit if 


majority remains slim

If the government la again 
reduced to a majority of three 
in & no-confidence motion, as it 
woe In the Kneaaet yesterday. 
Prime Minister Menahero 
Begin would be inclined to 
resign and call early elections, 
a source close to the premier 
aald laat night. 

The source aald the premier 
had reacted “with relief, but 
without much joy" to the out- 
come of the seven-hour con- 
fidence debate on government 
economic policy. 

Alignment leader Shimon Peres 
vowed after the vote to step up the 
opposition's pressure on the 
government- “We shall be looking 
for every opportunity to bring the 
government down," Peres told 
newsmen. 

Government sources sought to 
explain away yesterday’s slim ma- 
jority as the product of special cir- 
cumstances which, they hoped, 
would not recur. There wu par- 
ticular criticism In government 
circles of the coalition leadership's 
failure during recent weeks to 
enlist the support of the three-man 
Ahva faction, one of the splinter^ 


groups which broke away from the 
Democratic Movement. 

As it was. the abstention of one 
Ahva member. Aklva Nof. the 
absence of another. Shaflq Assad, 
and the surprise abstention of lone 
MK Flatto-Sharon, saved the 
government from the ignominy of a 
tie vote. 

The source close to Begin said the 
premier would certainly have 
resigned had the vote been tied — 
even though constitutionally he 
would not have been required to do 
BO. 

In the future, government 
sources said, the Ahva faction 
would be carefully wooed. "We 
didn't actually promise them 
anything," sold one source. "Bin 
we made It clear that as of 
tomorrow morning we will be talk- 
ing to them about what they 
deserve to gat for supporting the 
government." 

Ahva la led by Shlomo Ellahu. 
who voted against the government 
yesterday. 

As regards Exer Welxman'a 
dramatic dec Irion to vote against 
the government, coalition whip 
Holm Corfu of Herut declared last 
night that he would recommend 
Weisman's ouster from Herut. He 
said the party's executive would 
probably be convened to decide the 


former defence minister's fate, and 
predicted that the majority would 
Indeed vote to oust him. 

Other Herut sources predicted, 
however, that the furor over Welx- 
man's latest rebellion would quick- 
ly be forgotten — provided he lies 
low tn the weeks ahead. 

Herut sources accused Welxman 
of lying when he told the House that 
he had not vlstted Herat branches 
for the past two years "because I 
can't look members straight in the 
eye" In view of the government's 
poor performance. The truth was, 
these source* sold, that Welxman 
had never visited Herut branches. 
Just aa he had never attended Herat 
Party meetings except when he 
wanted to speak. 

The sources sold Welxman may 
have decided to vote against the 
government yesterday to obfuscate 
the public memory of his recent 
controversial appearance with 
President Jimmy Carter during his 
election campaign. 

Despite their withering criticism, 
however, these Herut sources were 
plainly hoping that Weixznan's vote 
yesterday would not lead to an 
Irreparable break between him and 
the party.

Israel Lands Administration head tells Knesset committee: 


Greiver house will be demolished

The outgoing head of the Israel 
Lands Administration; Ya'acov 
Aknln, yesterday told a Knesset 
committee that the controversial 
Greiver house In Gedera would 
definitely be demolished. 

The parliamentary body set up to 
discuss the case of the house, slated 
for demolition by court order 
because it violates building and 
planning regulations, decided that 
Its deliberations were no ground for 
delaying the demolition or interfer- 
ing In any way. 

Israol Police operations chief Nit- 
g&v David Kraus told the body, a 
joint committee of the interior and 
Law Committees, that "if need be 
the entire police force" would be 
brought to Gedera to ensure that 
the demolition Is carried out accor- 
ding to the orders of the courts. 

Aknln pledged that the lands ad- 
ministration would carry out the 
demolition at a date to be coor- 


dinated with the Justice Ministry's 
execution office, the police and the 
attorney-general. Next Sunday, 
November 23, is the deadline given 
by the execution office to Greiver 
for vacating and demolishing the 
house himself. 


Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir, 
who attended the committee 
meeting, said that the court 
Judgments in the Greiver cue 
could not be waived, and did not 
lend themselves to any com- 
promise. 

Yosef Sarid (Alignment) aald at 
the meeting that certain politicians 
who were trying to help Greiver 
had done so because they 
themselves were under constant 
pressures. He said Greiver was 
"impudent" because he wonted to 
exploit the Knesset committee set 
up to expedite the demolition. In 
order to delay K> The committee, 
chaired by Shlomo HUlei, was set 
up after a motion for the'agcnda by 
Sarid was referred to committee. 


Dov ShlUnsky (Likud -Herat) 
walked out of the meeting soon 
after It began, calling it "a joke" of 
which he wanted no part. He said he 
had been willing to attend dally 
meeting* of the committee, so that 
it could complete Its deliberation* 
before the anticipated date of 
demolition.

Government survives 
no-confidence votes 


by 57-54 majority

By a vote of 57-84, the govern- 
ment survived three no- 
confidence motions presented in the 
Knesset yesterday by the Align- 
ment, the Democratic Movement 
for Peace and Equality, and 
Tehfya. It wu the shnunest majori- 
ty the Begin government has 
mustered on a no-confidence vote. 

Former Defence Mfolatar ^Eser 
Welxman voted against the govern- 
ment, aa did former Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan. 

The Ahva faction, which split 
from Deputy Premier Ylgael 
Y adin’s Democratic Movement a 
few months ago, Itself split three 
ways: Shlomo Ellahu voted against 
the government, Aklva Nof abstain- 
ed, and S haft k Assad stayed away. 

Samuel Flatto Sharon (Indepen- 
dent) abstained, although be had 
said in his speech, shortly before 
that he would vote against the 
government. He reportedly chang- 
ed his mind after ministers con- 
cerned promised government back- 
ing for his rental-housing scheme. 

Ba'oda Marciano (Independent) 
voted against the government, u 
did Rabbi Kalman Kahana (Pool el 
Aguda). Avraham Melamed 
(National Religious Party) wu ab- 
sent. 

The vote followed a seven-hour 
debate, during which attendance In 
the chamber waa frequently scan- 
ty. The basis for the no-confidence 
motions wu the government's 
economic policy, and Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvita replied on 
behalf of the government. Prime 
Minister Menohem Begin, just back 
from the U.S., did not speak. 

The high point of the debate wu 
Weinman's speech. In which he ex- 
plained why he wu going to vote 
against tbe government. 

God Ya'acobl, who presented the 
Alignment motion, called for the 
dissolution of tbe Knesset and the 
holding of new elections, because 
"there la no king in Israel, and 
every man does aa seems right In 
hla eyes." 


Inflation is a cancer In the 
economy, and causes social In- 
security, Ya'acobl said. In the three 
years since Slmha Ehrlich's ecom- 
nomlc revolution, prices have risen 
eight-fold, and the value of the 
currency has dropped seven-fold —

Ya'acobl asked why Ehrlich wu 
still in the cabinet after saying tost 
week that "the government hu no 
plan for extracting the economy 
from its distress." Why wu Hous- 
ing Minister David Levy still In tbe 
government after saying that 
"Ylgael the printer is not 
trustworthy?" Why wu Industry 
and Trade Minister Gideon Putt 
still in the government after saying 
that "the price Increases initiated 
by the government are driving the 
public crazy?" 

Melr WUner (DFPE) said the 
government's economic policy op- 
posed the interests of most of the 
public, opposed democratic 
freedoms, hod created the danger 
of fascism, and wu opposed to 
peace^_ 

In hla speech, Hurvitx announced 
a government plan for a 
sophisticated electronics Industry, 
saying that millions of dollars are 
being mobilised from various 
sources for the project. 

Anyone who said that a year or 
two after the Alignment returned to 
power all would be well wu simply 
lying, Hurvitx said. If the Align- 
ment should carry out even half of 
Its promises — such u restoring 
subsidies on basic commodities — 
"woe to the economy.” 

Alignment speakers had recalled 
the good old days when Inflation 
was only 30 per cent a year. Hurvitx 
noted. And they opposed raising the 
price of fuel and bread, and urged 
additional government services.

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Amendment to autopsy law 
could stymie transplants

The Aguda's Menahem P crush 
said yesterday that the .achieve- 
ment of the anatomy and pathology 
a'mendment was that family 
members will still be able to pre- 
vent an autopsy by their objections. 

Foruah is chairman of the joint 
committee representing the Law 
Committee and the Social Services 
Committee, which Is preparing the 
amendment for its second reading. 
He said that the objections of one 
single relative were enough to stop 
the scalpel. 

Autopsies of those who have no 
relatives will also be forbidden, 
Forush said. - 

Transplants will be permitted to 
save human life if the names of the 
donors and recipients are specified 
beforehand, be said, but even then 
the objections of one relative will 
prevent the transplant, Forush 
said. 

In cases of death in accidents 
when the enquiry calls for an autop- 
sy to determine the cause, not only 
relatives may object but also 
“interested bodies" such as the 
Hevm Kodisha burial society. 

During the committee meeting 
Dr. Asa Harel, director of the Tel 
Aviv H&dassah (Balfour) Hospital, 
said that since kidneys could only 


be taken for transplants Trom 
healthy patients who die suddenly, 
as in accidents — and must be. 
removed within 80 to 60 minutes — 
It was unrealistic to believe that 
families could be persuaded quick- 
ly enough to agree to the 
transplant. 

A skin transplant bank was not a 
realistic proposal either. Dr. Harel 
said . The skin would have to be kept 
in the hospital long before the donor 
required the transplant, he said. 
Thus there was no way of knowing 
who the recipient was to be at the 
time the skin was taken from the 
deceased. 

“Autopsies made to determine 
the cause of death, or when made 
for the purpose of research, are 
designed to save human life," Dr. 
Harel told the committee, “even 
though the person who may be sav- 
ed is not known beforehand." 


A representative of the kidney 
sufferers association, Yitzhak 
Mann, said that in Israel kidney 
transplants are carried out when 
there only 70 to 80 per cent chance 
of the operation succeeding. In 
countries such as Holland the 
prospect of 90 per cent success Is a 
prior condition, he said.

Druggists night duty strike 
gets off to a spotty start 


Jerusalem Post,. Staff 
Many of the nation's drugstores 
remained closed last night, refus- 
ing to participate In the normal 
schedule of night-time duty In 
protest at the Health Ministry's 
move to eliminate price- fixing for 
prescription drugs. In Tel Aviv, 
pharmacists vowed to defy a city 
order that some drugstores stay 
open tonight. 

The protest action was called by 
the Association of Private Phar- 
macies, whose spokesmen said 
yesterday that the association 
would appeal to the Hlght Court of 
Justice If the various municipalities 
attempt to force the private phar- 
macies to stay open. He said the 
association had Instructed Tel Ariv 
drugstores receiving any order 
from the city to file a legal protest 
In Haifa, however, pharmacists 
said they would obey an order from 


city hall, and no disruptions of ser- 
vices were reported. 

In the rest of the country the 
situation was unclear, with many 
pharmacies remaining closed in the 
evening and with, municipalities 
thus far silent on what actions they 
might take. 

Night duty pharmacies were open 
in both East and West Jerusalem. 
But at Deutsch, the pharmacist on 
duty said he understood that as of 
Friday “there would be no more 
night duty." 

The first two Tel Aviv, phar- 
macies on the list of those the dty 
will' try to force to stay open, the 
Aviv and Ahva drugstores, said 
they had not received the city order 
as of last night. Both said they were 
not planning to open this evening. 
Under the order, signed yesterday 
by Mayor Shlomo Lahat, the stores 
must stay open from 7 p.m to 7 a.m.

Israel to withdraw UN anti-nuke bill

NEW YORK. — The Israeli cam- 
paign in the UN to establish a 
nuclear arms free zone In the Mid- 
dle East will reach Its peak today or 
tomorrow, when Israel Is expected 
to withdraw the proposal. It was to 
have been put to a vote In the 
General Assembly committee 
where it has been discussed in the 
last week. 


According to Israeli sources, the 
Arab group in the UN has decided 
to change the tactics behind its ef- 
forts to sabotage the Israeli 
proposal. Instead of submitting a 
set of amendments that would have 
linked the Israeli proposal to a 
political solution in the Arab-IsraeU 
conflict, the Arabs are now hoping 
to gain support for an outright re- 
jection. 

The Arabs have sensed over the 
past few days a negative attitude 


among Third World and western 
countries towards their attempt to 
create a linkage between the 
proposal and political issues. Many 
Third World countries are opposed 
in principal to such linkage and in 
the past have expressed their sup- 
port for dealing with the nuclear 
arms race Independently from 
“pure" political issues. But they 
would find it less difficult to join a 
dally ritual and vote against an, 
Israeli proposal. Nevertheless,- 
Pakistan is expected to submit a set 
of amendments embodying the 
spirit of the original Arab 
amendments. 

Yesterday, Netherlands Am- 
bassador Richard Fein said that the 
Israeli proposal is a “constructive 
contribution to a nuclear weapon 
free zone in the Middle East." He 
also praised Israel tor joining the 
international consensus by agree- 
ing to vote tor the first time for a 
parallel Egyptian proposal. 


Court stays action against Hebron house 


The brother of one of the 
terrorists who took part in the at- 
tack on Belt Ha d assah in Hebron 
obtained two separate orders from 
the High Court of Justice yesterday 
preventing the military authorities 
from demolishing their house. 

Tayasslr Taha, who has confess- 
ed to his part in the attack, lived In 
the lower storey of the house shared 
with his brother Zeldan, the 
petitioner. 

The state attorney’s office argued 
that even though the authorities 
had a legal right to destroy the en- 
tire house because one af Its oc- 


cupants was involved In a security 
offence, they Intended to seal up 
only the lower storey.

Income tax levy 
gets poor odds 


Poet Economic Reporter 
Knesset Finance Committee 
circles yesterday gave only slim 
chances of passage — either by the 
committee or the plenum — to a 
government bill that provides for a 
one-time income tax surcharge. 

The bill submitted to the cabinet 
calls tor a special six per cent levy 
an income above 1379,000 during 
fiscal 1979 that derived from 
salaries and from car. -and 
telephone allowances. Taxable 
company Income' also will be hit, 
while exemptions will be given to 
approved enterprises and 
foreigners who do not have to idle 
income tax returns. 

But retirement grants, dividends, 
interest not liable to a-spedal tax 
rate, and apartment key money will 
not be liable to the surcharge. 

The surcharge will be returned 
with interest and linkage to persons 
whose taxable income during 1980 
will total less than IS100.000.

Horev warns of stagnation 
in training of local scientists

Jerusalem Prat Reporter 
Training of scientists and 
engineers has stagnated in Israel 
over the past several years, 
seriously harming the nation's 
technological capabilities In the 
aroa of defence, among others, 
Technlon President Amos Horev 
warned on Tuesday night. 

Speaking at a Hebrew University 
symposium. Horev, who is also a 
reserves major-general, said that 
the slowdown In training scientists 
began In 1972. "and this will 
seriously limit the country's 
aspirations and capabilities In the 
• future." He added that it takes 
about 10 years for military- 
scientific Innovations to make 
irhemsclvcs felt In the Israel 


Defence Forces. 

The symposium was in memory 
of Prof. Sa'adia Amlel, a professor 
of nuclear chemistry who also serv- 
ed as an adviser to the Defence 
Ministry. Ten scholarships were 
awarded to advanced students after 
the symposium In Amlel 'a name. 
Amlel died two years ago of a brain 
tumour at age 48. 

Prof. Yuval Ne'eman, a former 
chief scientific adviser to the 
Defence Ministry, told the sym- 
posium that new technology had In- 
creased the possibility of Arab mis- 
siles penetrating the IDF aerial 
defence network and reaching the 
densely populated coastal plain and 
Jerusalem corridor. This could 
seriously disrupt a general 
mobilization, he said.

Deputy headmaster arrested 
after pupil cries foul play

Jerusalem Pert Reporter 

The deputy headmaster of a 
Jerusalem school wsa arrested on 
Tuesday on suspicion of ass suit, 
after a pupil,' whose father is a 
senior police officer, lodged a com- 
plaint against him. The man was 
later released on bail. 

The li-year-old eon of a Pakad 
(Chief Inspector) wae collared by 
the deputy headmaster of the Eln 
Harim elementary school In Eln 
Kerem after a girl complained that 
the boy Injured her with a stone. 
The deputy took the boy to Head- 
master Zvi Moaaek, who decided to 
call In the father. 

Moaaek said yesterday that the 
boy, who is In a special education 
sixth-grade class, is "extremely 
problematic, has absolutely no 
motivation to learn, and frequently 
hits fellow pupils and throws 
stones." 

On Tuesday the deputy was call- 
ed to Jerusalem police head- 
quarters. following the child's com- 
plaint that the teacher had slapped 


him and tweaked Us ear. 

The deputy headmaster yester- 
day denied the charge, calling it a 
fabrication. 

He said that the police continued 
to hold him alter the Interrogation, 
demanding that a third party sign 
ball for him. This was eventually 
done by the suspect's father-in-law. 

Angered by the affair, the school 
authorities yesterday Issued a elr* 
euiar to parents complaining of the 
police's behaviour and arguing that 
U “undermined the teachers' 
position.” 

Moaaek said that a complaint has 
been sent to the Histadrut Teachers 
Union and a letter will be sent today 
to the Education Ministry's 
Jerusalem district ehlef about the 
incident. 

A police spokesman said laaf 
night that the police have taken 
"testimony from a number of 
children, beside the boy." He 
said that though a complaint sheet 
has been opened, no decision has 
yet been reached about passing the 
material on to the state attorney's 
office. 


CAIRO (API. — Egypt la studying 
the possibility of manufacturing the 
F-3E Jet fighters here with the help 
of the U-S. as a means at bolstering 
its defence capabilities. Chief of 
Staff General Abdul-Halla Abu 
GhaxalA said oa Tuesday. 

In an Interview with the Middle 
East News Agency. Abo Gheaala 
said the manufacture of the jet In 
Egypt. If an agree meet was reach- 
ed. would be In cooperation with 
Northrop, the American manufac- 
turer*. 

Abu Ghuala said negotiations 
are also underway with Britain and 
France for manufacturing a train- 
ing plane sod anti-aircraft missile. 
Egypt has already received 35 F-4E 
Jet fighters from the U.S. sj part of 
a 334 button package ihat also In- 
cludes advanced F-16 flghers and 
244 M-w tanks. The F-Z8‘a are ex- 
pected here In the spring at 1882 
while M or the tanks are scheduled 
to arrive next month. 

Abu Ghaxala said the American 
deal also include an u ns pec i fied 
number of the "Improved Hawk" 
anil -aircraft missiles. TOW anti- 
tank rockets and M-113 armoured 
personnel vehicles which would be 
arriving next year. Tbs deal Is part 
of an Egyptian plan to replace its 

aging Soviet -supplied weapons with 
western hardware. Abu Ghaxala 
said. 

The Egyptian chief of staff said 
current exercises la Egypt by 
America’s Rapid Deployment 
Forces should not be connected to 
military "facilities" Egypt offered 
the L’.S- to help defend Arab coun- 
tries against Soviet designs. 


Abu Ghaxala said no agreement 
has been reached concerning allow- 
ing the U.S. to rebuild and use Rss 
Sanaa, an Egyptian naval and air 
base on the Red Sea. 

"The U.S. has not yet specified 
what kind of facilities it needs In 
this area," he added. 

President Anwar Sadat has said 
he is ready to give military 
"faculties" but no "bases." In his 
opinion, faciiltes are temporary 
and for a specified mission while 
bases are long-term. 

Yesterday, troops from the U.S. 
Rapid Deployment Force (RDF) 
and Egyptian military forces con- 
tinued a Joint exercise in desert 
warfare, featuring air and ground 
assaults on a mock enemy target. 

The maneuvers at the Natroun 
Valley in Egypt's Western Desert, 
about 180 kilometres north west of 
Cairo, were watched by Egyptian 
Defence Minister General Ahmed 
Bad awl, Chief of Staff Abu Ghaxala 
and America's Major-General 
Robert Taylor, second in command 
of the RDF. 

The Middle East News Agency 
said about 70 Egyptian and 
American warplanes and 
helicopters took part In the 45- 
minute exercise. 

A 1,400-man RDF contingent 
came to Egypt last week to par- 
ticipate in the Joint exercise, plann- 
ed with an eye on possible 
American Intervention to deter 
aggression In the oil-rich Persian 
Gulf. This la the second U.8. 
military maneuver In Egypt in less 
than two months. (AP, UPZ).

Ministry officials warned that all 
planning related to the proposed es- 
tablishment of a new postal authori- 
ty will cease Immediately If the 
workers open with strikes or sanc- 
tions. Job actions will only harm 
the workers themselves, the 
spokesman said.

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13 dead as jumbo jet 


crash-lands at Seoul 


SEOUL (UPI). A Korean Air 
I ines Jumbo Jet coming from Los 
Angeles caught fire on landing and 
enreered down a runway yester- 
day. causing heavy casualties In 
flames so intense they melted the 
roof. 

Authorities said six crew 
members and seven passengers 
died, and two passengers remained 
unaccounted for. 

An official announcement said 
the landing gear of the Boeing 747 
was severed when the big jet touch- 
ed down too early in heavy fog, sen- 
ding it skidding down the runway 
sideways in a shower of sparks with 
thick, black smoke trailing behind. 

The plane was carrying 206 
passengers and a crew of 20, in- 
cluding 170 foreigners and 36 
Koreans, the director of the Seoul 
district air traffic control office 
said. . 

KAL officials said the dead crew 
members Included the captain and 
four stewardesses. Three of the 
dead passengers were Koreans, of- 
ficials said. One was American and 
one was Japanese. 

The remaining passengers and 


crew members escaped serious In- 
jury. although four persona were 
reported hospitalized in Seoul. 

The official KAL announcement 
said the jet hit a raised section of 
the runway. Its landing gear 
snapped off and the plane slid on Its 
belly down the strip, belching black 
smoke. 

The pilot managed to bring the 
aircraft to a halt in a shower of 
sparks, and airport emergency 
tenders and firefighters surrounded 
it. Fire gutted the middle of the air- 
craft and the flames were so in- 
tense they melted the roof, leaving 
the cockpit and tail section almost 
intact, the announcement said. 

South Korea's martial law 
authorities sealed off the crash site. 
Operations in and out of the airport 
still were suspended at mid- 
afternoon. 

The plane — the national flag 
carrier's flight 019 — had left Los 
Angeles for Seoul via Anchorage, 
Alaska. It was one of ten 747s 
operated by Korean Airlines, and It 
was the first major accident in- 
volving the airline, officials said.

U.S. conference envoy defends, speech 


MADRID (Reuter). — The 
American delegate to the European 
Security Conference, Max 
Kampelman, denied yesterday that 
he had gone beyond U.S. official 
policy by warning of a serious new 
confrontation with the Soviet 
Union. 

. Kampelman, who Is co-chairman 
of the American delegation, said he 
had heard nothing from 
Washington to support reported 
criticisms by State Department of- 
ficials of a speech he made two 
days ago at the conference. 

“I have been in direct touch with 
the department and other people all 
along, and I have heard nothing to 
support that statement," he told 
reporters. 

Senior State Department officials 
were reported by The Washington 
Post to have expressed concern 
over Kam pel man's speech, es- 
pecially his warning that "we are 


moving precipitously toward con- 
frontation." 

Kampelman had said the U.S. 
was being forced to build up its 
military strength because of Soviet 
actions undermining East-West 
detente. 


The Post said officials charged 
Kampelman with failing to clear 
his. text in advance with the State 
Department. But Kampelman said 
his speech was "perfectly consis- 
tent with what they knew I was go- 
ing to say."

Pope celebrates mass at 
site of Munich bombing 


MUNICH, West Germany (AP). — 
Pope John Paul n celebrated a 
mass yesterday at the scene of the 
Oktoberfest terrorist bombing and 
warned young people about the con- . 
sequences of physical and political 
excess. 

After the pope had addressed a 
crowd estimated at half a million on 
the final day of his visit to West 
Germany, a young Roman Catholic 
leader caused a surprise; criticiz- 
ing church policy cox women and sex 
during a speech of welcome to the 
pontiff. 

Departing from bar prepared text, 
Barbara Engl, chairman of the 
League of German Catholic Youth 
in Munich, told the pope there were 
“too many prohibitions" on young 
people in church teaching on aex 
and personal relationships. 

The pope lowered Ms head and 
clasped bis hands during her brief 
remarks, then looked up after aha 
was finished. He made no comment 
and left the mass as scheduled. 

“Even here, where we are 
celebrating the Eucharist, we must 


commemorate before God .the vic- 
tims who were recently Injured or 
suddenly killed on the edge of this 
large square by an explosive 
charge," the pope said earlier in 
reference to the terror bombing 
that marred Oktoberfest in late 
September, killing 13 merrymakers 
and wounding more than 200. 


“It is hard to understand what 
man is capable of doing in the con- 
fusion of his mind and heart," the 
pope said in his homily. 

Investigators blamed the attack 
on a young geology student with 
. connections to a neo-Nazi organizer 
tion. He was killed In the blast. 


The pope condemned “the 
attempt to flee from the fundamen- 
tal truth by moving outwards away 
from one's self ... into political and 
social utopias, idealized dreams of 
society. As necessary as Ideals and 
aims are, utopian magic formulae 
will not get us anywhere since they 
are usually accompanied by 
totalitarian power or the destine 
five use of violence."

Covington, leader of the National 
Socialist Party of America, com- 
monly known as the Nazi Party, 
said his group will de-emphasize its 
Nazi image in an effort to attract 
more sympathizers.

Covington said his group wants to 
create a “Carolinas Free State." 
He cited os evidence of support for 
his group the more than 90,000 votes 
he gathered as a Republican can- 
didate for North Carolina attorney 
general In losing the May 
Republican primary election. 

Covington praised as a victory for 
whites Monday’s acquittal of four 
Ku.Klux Klansmen and two Nazis 
on charges stemming from the 
deaths of five Communist Workers 
Party supporters last year at a 
“Death to the Klan," rally.

PEKING (AP).— China's top 
leaders voted yesterday in the 
nation's first county-level direct 
elections, Peking Radio reported. 

Communist Party Chairman Hua 
Guofeng, Vice Chairman Deng 
Xiaoping, Premier Zhao Ziyang 
and Party General Secretary Hu 
Yaobang voted In Peking's West 
City district, the radio reported. 

The current voting la to elect 
members of county or city district 
people's” congresses, which in turn 


elect provincial or municipal con- 
gresses. Those congresses elect the 
National People's Congress, wMch 
must approve the selection of such 
government officers as Zhao. 

The elections, China's first with 
more candidates than vacancies, 
are being conducted on different 
days in different counties and dis- 
tricts. They are to be completed by 
next spring. 

Previous direct elections were 
held only up to the commune leveL 


1,300 Indian Moslems held for breaking curfew 


NEW DELHI (AP) . — More thanl.- 
300 Shiah Moslems were arrested 
yesterday when they violated 
curfew orders in the northern city 
of Lucknow, the United News of In- 
dia reported. 

The Shiahs, including 100 women, 
were detained after they walked 
through tbe streets, defying the- 
curfew clamped on the old sector of 
the city following Monday's clashes 
between Moslems and the police.

This would 
have touched off a general strike 
yesterday.- • : *. - 

The Supreme Court, however, 
in fact confirmed Solid ari ty's legal 
status and the strikes were called 
off — bnt Wierzbicki did not rescind 
the order, and Instead harassed 
union activities. .

Yorkshire Kipper kills again 


LEEDS (AP). — Britain's most 
notorious mass murderer, a knife- 
wielding killer known as “the. 
Yorkshire Ripper," has claimed Us 
18 th victim,. 20 -year-old language 
student Jacqueline Hill, police said 
yesterday. 

Her body- was found by shoppers 
on Tuesday in undergrowth on 
waste ground near a supermarket 
in this northern textile city, where 
the ripper murdered his first vic- 
tim, prostitute 'Mima McCann, on 
October 30, 1978. 

Police said Hill's injuries were 
“horrific” and bore the sl a s hin g 
trademarks of being Inflicted by the 
ripper. 

As in all the ripper slayings, 
police refused to detail the injuries 
for fear of copycat killings that 
would hamper the ma nh u nt . 

The ripper last struck 14 months, 
ago in Bradford, a nearby in- 
dustrial city. He has also killed in 
the neighbouring cities of Preston, 
Manchester, Huddersfield and 
Keighley. At least four women have 
survived attacks -by the ripper. 

"No young woman la safe while 
he Is at large," George Oldfield, 
assistant chief constable of the 
West Midlands Police, warned 
yesterday. 

“The only precaution we canad- 
vlse women to take is for them not 
to travel out alone if they can help 
it." Oldfield added: “He Is obvious- 
ly very mentally ill and he's got this 
sadistic killer streak in him. He's 
Intelligent and crafty." 

Nine, of the rlpper'i victims have 
been prostitutes, but three were 
respectable women apparently kill- 
ed at random. Police reported that 
Hill also was “a respectable young 
woman." 

The ripper takes hla name from 
"Jack the Ripper,” who stalked the 
streets of London’s Whitechapel

Actor" Sutton, who said he robbed Sutton 
nearly 100 banks of more than $2 November 
million 'because “that's where the 
money was,” died earlier this 
month at age 79. 

Sutton's life- was devoted almost 
entirely to crime. He committed a 
burglary at the age of nine, his firet 
bank robbery was In 1927, and he 
was Imprisoned for the last time-ln 
1952. 

A master, of disguise, William 
Francis Sutton, Jr. stuffed corks up 
his nose, thickened Ms eyebrows, 
wore elevator shoes — even affected 
a lisp at times. 

In his criminal career, he -posed 
as a bank guard, a window cleaner, 
a policeman, a striped-pants 
diplomat and a moving man. 

“A professional thief Is a man 
who wakes up every jamming think- 
ing about committing a crime the 
same way another man gets up and 
goes to his job," Sutton said to Ms 
memoirs, entitled Where the Money 
Was. 

Sutton's final release from jail 
came on Christmas Eve 1969. 

He was paroled from the Attica 
State Correctional facility in up- 
state New York after serving 17 
years for the 984,000 robbery of a 
Queens, Net? York, bank in 1950. 

Sutton spent 33 years in prison, 
four years on parole and six years

' Cemetary in Brooklyn after he died 
November 3 in the retirement com- 
munity of Spring Hill, Florida. ' 

. Sutton's sister said her brother 
had specified that he did not want 
anyone notified of Ms death. “He-* 
had enough publicity during - Ms 
lifetime,'* she said.

THE CAMERATA TRIO is a fine 
chamber group of three eager 
young players who are good In- 
strumentalists. After a year of 
working together, they stand on 
firm ground, showing a serious 
musical approach, good coordina- 
tion and teamwork. The enjoyable 
programme gave each participant 
the opportunity to display his skill. 

The opening Bach received a 
clear reading, with its counterpun- 
tal texture carefully preserved, 
revealing the sonata's contrasting 
moods. However, the piano part 
was sometimes too loud, 
overshadowing the cellist's mare 
Introspective approach. 

Much better balanced was 
Beethoven's well-known trio for 
Plano, Clarinet and Cello (ln that 
order of importance). Michael 
Boguslavsky's lead was refreshing 
and competent, and the presenta- 
tion showed close cooperation 
between him and both the 
clarinetist and the cellist. In this 
work, Emanuel Gruber displayed a 
warmer singing tone and greater 
volume and sonority than earlier 
on. 

Eli Hefetz and Michael 
Boguslavsky complemented one 
another In a very lively perfor- 
mance of the Poulenc sonata. It 
provided swing, wit and enchanting 
spirit, drawing warm applause 
firom the audience.

THE BLOOMFIELD Stadium in 
Jaffa will again attract a big crowd 
thU Saturday with the once upon a 
time glamour team of Israel foot- 
ball.

Netanya Maccabl, once again, 
are in the running for the league 
chaznplonahlp, having drawn level 
cm points with leaders Td Aviv 
Hipoel.

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Nation’s endurance test 

THE GOVERNMENT barely scraped through the no- 
confidence test In the Knesset last night. Although victory came 
to it by the smallest majority ever, the government survived — 
as had been predicted. What Is still to be seen Is in what shape 
the country will survive the government. 

That the present government coalition has become a major 
national disaster is no longer being seriously contested even by 
most of its own few remaining friends. An inflation running, as 
of last month, at an annual rate of over 200 per cent is but the 
most plainly measurable index of an overall catastrophic per- 
formance. 

Not even the government's worst foes could have foreseen so 
precipitous a fall, after so striking a success for the Likud In the 
May 1977 election. Yet the fact is that after a brief surge of mass 
support, the government's popular base began steadily to 
shrink. For many a month now this has been decidedly, and un- 
alterably, a minority regime. 

Nowhere else but in the Knesset could the coalition still com- 
mand a majority. The Likud, supposedly the ruling party, has to 
date lost about one ball of its electoral strength. The rump 
Democrats have been all but wiped out. Even the solid NRF has 
been set back, the result of revulsion over the Abuhatzeira af- 
fair. 

Only the tiny Agudat Y Israel, not tainted with membership in 
the cabinet, has maintained and even slightly improved its stan- 
ding, according to the polls. 

In the light of these commonly known facts, any self- 
respecting government would by now have voted to authorize 
the premier to submit his resignation, and call new elections. 
Three leading ministers have, in despair over the government’s 
course of action, dropped out on their own. Yesterday, all three 
voted no-confidence in Men ahem Begin' s leadership. 

But the corporate body presided over by Mr. Begin, and which 
passes for a national administration, is evidently animated by 
no greater passion than to hang on for dear life to their seats of 
office, until the last possible moment 

The absolutely last possible moment would, of course, be next 
November. Blit even if It were next May or June, which would 
require a dissolution of the Knesset three or four months earlier, 
procrastination could pay off. For in the meantime, so Mr. 
Begin must be hoping against hope, a miracle might still 
happen: inflation might be brought down, America might- a up- 
port Israel on the peace, the Labour Party might break up.* 

If any otthese — let alone of all together — were to occur, the 
Likud under Mr. Begin might, if not win another clear-cut pop- 
ular mandate, at least deny such a mandate to the Labour Par-, 
ty. 

Miracles in this day and age, however, usually require a 
modicum of human cooperation. There Is little prospect of this 
being extended by Mr. Begin's cabinet. Lacking any plan of 
strategy, for either the economic or the diplomatic front, it is 
spending most of Its time merely casting about for magic for- 
mulas that would check the country's downward drift — as 
though this were not largely of the cabinet's own making. 

The rest of the cabinet's time seems to be spent in hurling 
brickbats at one another. In the past, any such criticisms used 
to be confined to the privacy of diaries. Today, under Mr. Begin, 
they are being placed squarely in the public domain, perhaps 
for good reason. Certainly there is little to choose between a 
"deserter" and a "psycho," a "threat to democracy" and a 
"charlatan" as cabinet member. One and all should by rights 
find better employment elsewhere. 

That appears to be the view of most Israelis today, and this 
opinion is not very likely to change materially whenever new 
elections are held. 

But by then, the damage caused to the country may prove 
pretty hard to repair.

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THE MUSRAEA 
SYNDROME 

Teenage violence in Israel’s poor neighbourhoods is large- 
ly the result of broken promises, writes ROBERT 
ROSENBERG. 



Mayor Luigi Petroaelli told 
reporters that restorers trying to 
reconstruct the doors hod given up, 
saying the job was impossible. 

The Mayor said new doors win he 
built, copying exactly the design of 
Michelangelo. 

The doors faced Michelangelo's 
Campldogllo Square, considered by 
architects and art historians to be 
the most harmonious example of 
Renaissance town planning In the 
world. 

Undamaged by the blast was the 
2nd century C.E. Bronze equestrian 
statue of the Roman Emperor Mar- 
cus Aurelius that stands at the cen- 
tre of the square directly in front of 
the city hall building. 

THE JEWISH community of 
Japan, consisting of about 110 
families, recently dedicated its new 
communal centre and synagogue in 
Tokyo. 

The centre occupies a three- 
storey complex which contains the 
synagogue, a religious school far 
children aged 4-13, the largest 
Judaica collection in the Far East 
and social and athletic facilities. It 
was financed by the sale of land 
purchased by the Jewish conynunl- 
ty 29 years ago. It occupies the por- 
tion of that land which was retain- 
ed. 

The synagogue is the second 
Jewish house of worship in Japan — 
a small synagogue exists In Kobe — 
and due to the heterogeneous 
nature of the Jewish co mmunit y 
here, it will be neither Reform. 
Conservative nor Orthodox. The 
community's rabbi, rabbi Jonathan 
Maltzman, Is a graduate of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America, the rabbinical training 
school of Conservative Judaism in 
the U.S. 

About half the members of the 
community are American citizens, 
one-third are Israelis and the rest 
represent other nationalities. Most 
of them are businessmen engaged 
In foreign trade, banking, finance, 
transportation and insurance. 
There are also doctors, journalists, 
graduate students asnd musicians. 


THE FLAMES shot high Into the 
sky. The policemen in their white 
helmets ran after shadows, 
teenagers dressed In the brightly- 
coloured T-8hirta of the shuk, who 
knew the Jerusalem neighbourhood 
far better than the officers com- 
manding the baton-wielding cops. 

The teenagers played In those 
narrow streets, alleys and empty 
lots since they were old enough to 
stand. There was never enough 
room at home, so the street became 
their playroom. 

That the riot broke out in 
Musrara — after the shooting by a 
policeman of a 17-year-old 
suspected car thief — 1s Incidental. 
The riot broke out because the 
teenagers are bitter and frustrated. 
They have grown up believing that 
force Is the only way to make a 
point. 

About a week before the riot, in 
which three officers were hurt, 
Rafi, a 14-year-old Musrara ldd, 
was walking along the Street of the 
Prophets, one of the boundaries of 
the quarter, with three friends. Oh 
the other side of the street he 
spotted an Arab teenager running, 
apparently on his way home from 
work. He shouted at the boy, and 
the:., disregarding the traffic t 
thrtw a rock at him. The Arab's Jog 
turned Into a dash, and Rafi's three 
friends also picked up rooks, at 
which the Arab stopped, picked up 
a stick, and started running back 
after the four Jewish youths. Only 
the Intervention of a passerby, who 
grabbed Rafi, kicked his backside, 
sent him back down the street 
to Musrara, prevented bloodshed. 

RAFI and his friends are ac-‘ 
customed to having their backsides 
. kicked. And they have grown up 
believing that It Is absolutely accep- 
table — .indeed, their right, like 
protecting their territory 
— to throw rocks at Arabs passing 
Musrara. And with nothing else to 
do, roaming the empty lota and . 
side-streets of the quarter la more 
than just a way of killing time. It’s a 
way of life. 

AS THE mother of a son and 
the sister of a brother, both of 
whom died on dialysis, I would ap- 
preciate your publishing this letter 
which 1s really addressed to the all-' 
powerful Council of Tora Sages and 
to the Aguda MK who asked: "Why 
are lddney transplants necessary? 
Why can't the patient’ff'have 
dialysis?" 

That such important medical 
matters aa autopsies and 
transplants are made the province 
of those, like the Council of Tors 
Sages, who are totally ignorant In 
the field of medicine Is absolutely 
appalling. Would any of our 
"sages" or Orthodox MKs refuse 
for themselves or their families 
transplants of eye corneas to 
restore sight; of akin In case of- ma- 
jor burns, of kidneys in cases of 
renal failure? ! 

I know they would not refuse. In 
fact, they would do all in their 
power to get these transplants. So 
where do they think the organs 
come from? They cannot be grown 


It wasn't the adults, or even the 
majority of the teenagers who were 
out in the street last week throwing 
rocks, setting tyres alight, burning 
garbage bins. 

Mast of the 2,200 residents of 
Musrara are tired of the . ugly 
headlines about ' their 
neighbourhood. They are resigned 
to the damp walls in the old Arab 
houses that are so beautifully 
spacious, and by the same token so 
hard to keep warm during 
Jerusalem’s raw" winters. They see 
that City Hall has been doing some 
rehabilitation work — it beganeven 
before Project Renewal waa 
brainstormed by Prime Minister 
.Begin — and they remember that 
much of the Unpetua for that 
rehabilitation was provided by 
original Musrara riots of the early

1970s, when the Black Panthers rul- 
ed the roost. 

But it’s the teenagers who should 
be worrying the people who still 
believe that the State of Israel is all 
about values. 

For these kids haven’t got any 
values. There's nothing, literally 
nothing, they believe In. 

All thfey know is that wherever 
they go, when they say they are 
from Musrara, people turn away. 
All they know is that they can get 
attention only by throwing tan- 
trums. Ironically, when they 
become parents^ they quickly 
become Inured to the tantrums of 
their own children, when these use 
the same 'tactics to get what they 
want — a little bit of attention and 
affection. ' 

WHAT THE TWO Black Panther 
MKs, Charlie Biton and Sa'adia 


Marciano, wanted last week to 
protest the shooting of the 
suspected 17-year-old was a 
threatening demonstration, the 
kind that would get into the papers 
as a warning. But the torchlight 
parade turned into a riot of 
hysterical youngsters who laughed 
as they watched a police car going 
up in flames. . . 

It doesn't matter what the police 
investigation of the shooting turns 
up. Most Musrarans expect to be 
told that it was an accident. But 
even if a few of them believe U, the 
teenagers certainly won’t. As 
happened in the American Black 
ghettos In the '60s, they have come 
to regard the police not merely as 
tools of the oppressors, but as op- 
pressors themselves. 

They that the Jerusalem 

police are conducting a .vendetta 
against them. That may be pop- 
pycock, but It’s true that they don’t 
particularly like these young rowr 
dies, many of whom have been 
through their Hnnriw in the past. 

So this week the police Issued a 
statement saying that they won't let 
a bunch of toughs disrupt public 
order. Meanwhile, City Hall said ' 
that it was only a small handful that 
created the problem. And In the 
neighbourhood they said that 
something had better be done to im- 
prove the quality of life, and quick- 
ly. 

All three sides in this Issue are 
right — from their point of view. 
But while City Hall is capable of 
listening, and while the police have 
been known to compromise or even 
to change their policy if they are 
proved wrong, the teenagers of 
Musrara can neither listen to 
anybody else or change the way 
they are. They can't change 
because the chips on their 
shoulders have become logs. 

SOME PEOPLE may think this is 
an apologia for hoodlums who ought 
to be locked up. Others may be 
prompted to offer a contribution 
towards a new community centre. 
Both groups would be wrong. 
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What is needed is some tough 
‘ decisions about what is to be do ne to 
stop young hotheads from trying to 
impose their violent will on the rest 
of society, along with some even 
tougher thinking- about what has 
been wrought in Musrara. 

Hopeless, frustrated, and without 
values, the children of Musrara are 
the children of every slum quarter 
in the country. Their parents have 
been exploited, say these 18-year- 
old babies and 10-year-old adults. It 
doesn't matter whether the 
Swhitgnajrf establishment Intended 
the Sephardi to be the labourers at 
the Jewish state. It worked out that 
way, those who are paranoid 
cannot be convinced otherwise. 

The answer is not to turn the next 
generation Into hank tellers, a class 
of pseudo- middle-class white-collar 
workers. Nor is the answer to give; 
in to the "gimme" attitude that a) 
Jewish-mother state has fostered in 
the hearts of every single group In 
the country. 

The answer to the problem may 
he In fulfilling the promise, no 
matter what the>- promise may be.

In the ground or manufactured in 
factories. 

. Instead of praise, for the 
humanitarians who bequeath their 
own bodies or those of their loved 
ones to science so that the use of 
their physical remains may give 
new life to suffering souls, we are 
confronted with the spectacle of 
"sages" and Orthodox MKs vilify- 
ing those people whose sole concern 
is the welfare of their fellow human 
beings. 

My only surviving child (three 
have died) walks today because, 26 
years ago, Ids hip was rebuilt with a 
bone transplant from a deceased 21- 
year-old American sailor. As long 
as my son is alive, so is that sailor.

My son and my brother suffered 
the tortures of hell while having 
treatment. Unfortunately, neither 


was a candidate for a transplant. 
Are our "sages" and Orthodox MKs 
aware that, due to the inadequate 
supply of lddney transplants, can- 
didates for receiving these organa 
are given “points" to deride who 
should qualify? 

For example, a patient who is the 
parent of young children will be 
given preference over a single per- 
aorf (and rightly so) If only one 
kidney is available. 

Does that Aguda MK really know 
what dialysis Is all about? Has he 
ever visited a dialysis unit? Has he 
ever talked to a dialysis patient — 
or his immediate family? Does he 
know what the life of a dialysis 
patient Is like? Chronic dialysis is a 
never-ending routine at two or three 
weekly sessions of four to six hours 
on a machine. Not even critical 11-,

Sir, — “Road to authentic 
Zionism’’ by Gary Brenner 
(November 16) demonstrates clear- 
ly that nothing Is more- appealing, 
more idealistic, more liberal than 
simplistic solutions to all problems, 
as advocated by Peace Now.

Samaria and Gaza and we will, 
achieve the Zionist ideal and peace 
at the same time: the assumption 
is, of course, that, regardless of the 
lessons preceding the Six Day War, 
Israel with indefensible borders is 
the safest place for achieving 
Zionist goals. 

Nobody can deny that the social 
gap is a bad thing. Therefore, the 
solution is simple: close It!
